Art schod 
teaches you to schmooze and basicaly do anything you can to make 
it into the scene (of art). That isn’t what I wanted to do. Art school 
ended up teaching me that I didn't want to be a commercial 
photographer (with advertising in magazines) nor did I want to be a 
fine art photographer (with work in galleries). I got pushed to the 
point of really being pissed off when a certain well known and 
respected hardcore scene photographer was saying that he’d only 
been into he for a few years and that he had his big break on this 
certain band and all of this industry talk and it pissed me off so much, 
that I was not longer pissed off. I realized that like the crusties on the 
street, I really had nothing in common with this photographer 
Business person who go**interested in photographing bands as a 
means of supporting himself and furthering his career in photography 
and the Industry. I have a passion for what I do, and I also am deeply 
connected to berth the ideas and the individual people involved in 
what I Iphortograph. Therefore I’m not really Interested in ‘selling my 
story* - because I don’t think that it’s mine to sen. But I am interested 
in letting people see the pictures and sharing what I do with them. 
And so finally I’m going to try and work on putting together this photo 
book that I’ve wanted to do for a few years. I thought I’d make it my 
■project* for the year, but already time is getting on and I’m still not 
settled into my house with a darkroom and my negatives are in a 
different state from my body. But whenever things come together, 
I’m going to dedicate the time and energy toward printing all of these 
pictures I have from the past 7 years of living in NYC and assemble 
my book. Once I’ve got something I Ike I’ll figure out what to do wilh 
it how to print it, and for that matter if I do want to print it. If I don't, 
at least I will have it for myself.

And I’m not talking just 
about the masses of the population - but even punks watch tons of 
television. It's disappointing to me because I think that the TV 
represents mindlessness and conformity in thinking. The television 
sublminally tries to brainwash you - whether it be to say you should 
be thin and beautiful or that you should buy this or that through the 
advertising. Whatever it is trying to sell on you, it certainly doesn’t 
promote individual thought, nor does it even give you the time to 
process the Images that are being flashed in front of your eyes 
making your brain shut off and your mouth fall open in a stupor. It's 
disappointing to me because it’s so completely obvious (to me) that 
the TV is not about any kind of personal enrichment but only 
manages to eat away at you, yet so many people just fal into the frap. 


Even people that talk about all kinds of personal enrichment and 
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thought have these momentary lapses where they want to 'escape* and just 
lounge in front of the tube. Ugh!! It makes me want to grab the thing and throve 
it out the window and slap the people back to life. I’m not going to try and force 
my thoughts on others a try to tell people what to do - when I say - stop fucking 
watching TV - but every time I think about people keeping company with the TV 
I want to scream!

If you’re lazy minded then it seems 
that you expect a privilege. I think of poor folks, even those believing in an 
idealism, who would actually rather have the money to pay for the convenience 
of the things they jfM they need. Perhaps the reason they’re really so resentful 
of the upper class is because they’re jealous and want that convenience which 
they do nert have. It seems like a lot of people make due with less because they 
have no choice, and in our punk rock world, these conditions are made to be 
acceptable and desirable - like a big fuck off to toe rest of society. I think it is totally 
possible, as well as a positive direction to make due with less, and make less 
more. But I think that a lot people really want to have the things that they make 
due without, and given the first chance to have whatever it is they don’t - they’ll 
go for it. Maybe this is why some of those older punks toat have ‘graduated* from 
the scene start talking shit on the young punks cause they’ve gotten bitter and are 
trying to go for that convenience — especially in the case of bands who want to 
sell a record for a few thousand dollars to a big label who will take care of 
everything for them. Even though if they did all of the record stuff on their own, 
by themselves - they would actually end up with more money (as if money were 
the issue). But laziness gets in the way and so people go for the convenience of 
having someone else do shit for them. This laziness and convenience pushes in 
so many other directions in our lives and it’s yet another thing that is just sad.

Loads of people set up their own record tables with the recads their 
selling and it almost feels like a recad convention as wel as a social gathering 
with bands playing. Most important there is a feeing of having fun! And that is 
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that I was starting to associate with a lot of 'hardcae’ bands. And that is a 
refreshing realzation. Kinda takes me back a few years when I first discovered 
ABC and the hardcae shows that Mike Bulshit was doing - hardcae bands 
trying to aeate a new scene, one that incapaates thoughts ideas and a 
desire to create change - not machismo, not ego, not money - but just a bit of 
fun. I know that this has been going on all along over the years but I think that 
I’ve also been focused so much on punk rock and specifically around ABC that 
I almost forgot a started to miss out on some of the bands and parts of Ihe 
scene that are different Because I wasn't very interested in the rise of emo- 
hardcae I think i turned my head in the other direction fa a little bit too long. 
But now. I’m happy to say that I’ve had my eyes opened again and I’ve been 
abie to discover a bunch of new and really good bands as well as get a bit of 
re-inspiration and lhat is just what I needed!!'

Part 1: One generation ago when my parents were my age or 
younger life was a lot different. At that time when they were done 
with school, which was generally high school and rarely college, 
they went to work at a Job which could turn easily into a career. Blue 
collar jobs, which paid well enough to support a family and generally 
a big family at that, abounded. People could afford to start a family 
very young (by my standards anyway) and could do things that are 
well beyond my comprehension like buy a new car and a house. 
People stayed at these jobs and they led to stable well paying 
careers. 

Now what happens when you get out of high school or college? 
You are faced with the prospect of working at a no-where dead end 
job that pays such a sorry wage that you might (and I stress might) 
be able to afford the basics such as a shared apartment, bills and 
food. And quite often even just dealing with the basics requires a bit 
of juggling. Very few of us will know the kind of stability or job 
security that the generation before us did. 

Without the big juicy carrot of comfort and security dangling in 
front of our noses, leading us all down the same road we are 
presented with the concept of finding our own path. Also with the 
goal of the “American Dream" of the house, two cars, a spouse and 
a couple of kids out of the picture we are left with coming up with our 
own definition of success as well. With financial reward pretty much 
unobtainable no matter what we do we have the freedom to do what 
we want. We don’t need to center our lives around our careers. We 
can get jobs that we like more or allow use more free time to pursue 
our other interests. We can be more true to ourselves and take the 
time to explore, to figure out what will really fulfill us, not what will 
merely make us comfortable or secure. 

So in exchange for that security and comfort we have received 
a more wide open approach to life, a more individual approach with 
truer motivations and more passion. 

But there are those who don’t care at all bout “individual 
approaches” and don’t value “truer motivations" or “passion" they 
just want things how they have always been. They want the things 
that were sure things for the generation before to be sure things for 
them as well. They want security, they want comfort. 

In this time of limited resources in order for these privileged few 
to maintain what they think they deserve, their warped view of what 
is due to them countless others must have it taken away. The rich 
stay rich by more and more people becoming poor. But it's more 
than that. On the social ladder the people at the very bottom are kept 
there by the people directly above them as well as the people way at 
the top. And all these people, while struggling to maintain the “status 
quo", are getting more cut-throat. They care about fewer and fewer 
people, allowing them to be pushed down or pushed aside so they 
can stay afloat. As people’s sphere of caring gets smaller and 
smaller Ideas such as family and community become less important 
and fewer people are included in those groups. 

The people who are pushed out of the sphere of caring become, 
somehow, dehumanized in these people’s minds. They become not 
quite fully human anymore. Whatever happens to them, what they 
feel isn’t important because they are viewed as below the line of 
compassion, somehow not worth it, not human, not real. This 
marginalization, the process of dehumanizing more and more people, 
is on going and growing more and more broad. There’s less to go 
around yet people still want to live up to the same sort of standard. 
So It must be denied to larger and larger amounts of people as well. 
And so denying to these others seems justifiable In their minds they 
need to push them out of their conscienceness, below their level of

virtually everyone’s level of compassion. That would free up a little 
more capital to sustain the status quo for someone else. 

As the world becomes a more difficult place to live our circles of 
caring, our concept of community should be broadening not shrinking. 
This will become increasingly important for those of us who are being 
dehumanized, being pushed under to sustain the wealthy’s bloated 
lifestyles. We will need to create broad safety nets within our 
communities to help each other because, and this I can guarantee you, 
the government will continue to turn ft’s back on the down and out, the 
poor will become it’s lowest priority if a priority at all. 

Part 2 The Idea of community has been on my mind a lot lately 
as the little bit of It that I have is falling apart. Two very important people 
in my life are moving away, far away. As these people who for some 
reason I never thought would leave and who I never thought I would 
have to face life without actually do leave I find myself longing for more 
than a series of temporary relationships, more than temporary 
community. I’m sick of only knowing people for a couple years before 
something changes and we are drawn apart. It seems like I’m always 
treading the same "getting to know each other” ground and deeper 
relationships never have a chance to materialize, ft has left me without 
a strong groundwork with which to base things on or fall back onto in 
times )f crisis. I guess I’m looking for a base, physical and mental, to 
come back to. A familiar place, a comforting place. I’m looking for a 
home.

(After all these years of work on the animal rights front, 
trying to get animals above people’s level of compassion it's ironic 
to think that animals haven’t really moved up much in people’s 
minds but other human beings are down there with the animals now, 
below most people’s level of compassion.) It’s getting to a point 
where most people only relate to and have a true sense of 
compassion for others who are almost identical to themselves. 

This dehumanization has led to the situation where growing 
numbers of people are living well below the poverty line and the ultra¬ 
rich are firmly entrenched in their ivory towers. The gap between the 
haves and the have nots is growing larger and more distinct. And I 
don’t know If it’s my somewhat apocalyptic world view but it seems 
like the people are being groomed for the creation of an “unwashed" 
type under class of people.

more freedom and less dependence on money. Though reading a 
whole bunch of these issues at once is a bit repetitive, since they’re 
all based on the same ideas, I always enjoy this newsletter and also 
recommend it! Ernest doesn’t ask for any money for this, just send 
a stamp per issue. 

Mac Pariadka #43-45 ($4?/PO Box 67/81-806 Sopot 6 Poland) 
This monthly magazine book is so impressive each time that I wish 
there was something like this in America, or at least in English. But 
then of course if this were in English (it’s in Polish) then I would have 
quite a backlog of reading to do! Each issue is nearly 100 pages (V 
2 size) with a cardstock color cover - which is all good looking and 
impressive enough. But the contents are a fabulous mix of politics 
(of the anarchist slant) and music (punk). The combination is really 
great! With information and in-depth articles and then a supplement 
in the center covering the worldwide punk scene with interviews and 
reviews and further contacts. I highly recommend this to everyone 
- if you read Polish then you must get it, and even if you don’t - get 
one just to see what this is all about - and be inspired!!

Slug & Lettuce used to regularly feature a section of 
recycling tips and eco-friendly Information. A point came 
where I felt like the concept of Reduce, Reuse and 
Recycle was so obvious that I had pretty much said all I 
could. It’s been several years now and a few people have 
asked what happened to the section, and the need for 
this information seems to be great, so I’ve decided to 
reprint some of the most basic and useful information. 

For me, recycling Is an obvious thing to do. It’s based 
around an entire philosophy of life for me that Is, one of 
minimal waste and low-impact on the environment mov¬ 
ing in the direction of self-sufficiency and sustainability. 
At the very foundation and root of everything is conscious 
thought. If you think about your actions, and consider the 
consequences they have on other people, the commu¬ 
nity and the environment, you can make wise decisions. 
Of course, I’m assuming that people are all interested in 
“doing the right thing”, and moving In a positive step to 
eliminate waste and live thoughtfully. If you are inter¬ 
ested in that sort of lifestyle, which I personally think is 
important for everyone, then all you need to do is put a 
little bit of thought into what you do and how you do It: 
consider your lifestyle and habits, what products you use, 
where and how you shop, what things you really need vs. 
what you do not, and weigh out your priorities. 

As far as recycling goes: it’s all about minimizing your 
waste. In my eyes it seems obvious that eliminating 
unnecessary garbage from cluttering up our streets and 
land Is a positive thing. Doing this starts with each and 
everyone of us considering the actions that we take on a 
daily basis. It’s all really simple, and though much of this 
advice is based around consumerism (buying products), 
ultimately moving as far away from “Buying Products” Is 
the best form of “Recycling" we can do. 

We must go to the root of the problem and reduce 
the amount of garbage we create. REDUCE the amount 
of garbage and unnecessary shit right from the start - be 
it with over-packaging on products that you need to the 
point of considering just whether you really NEED any¬ 
thing. I’m all for the minimization and put a lot of thought 
into not accumulating unnecessary material items as 
well as garbage. Put forethought into what you’re buying 
and eliminate unnecessary packaging and garbage. 
Look at your trash and get familiar with what you use, and 
then reduce your waste. 

REUSE: either reuse things for their original use, or be 
creative and think up alternative uses, or else pass along 
items you no longer want... either to friends or organiza¬ 
tions (thrift stores, schools, community groups, yard 
sales, etc.) Do not waste things. 

Then everything else should be able to be RECYCLED. 
Either through curbside collection or through centers in 
the community. Aluminum, Tin, Glass, Newspaper, 
Cardboard, Paper and Plastic are the basic recyclables. 
SE PE RATE reusable and recyclable items at the time of 
disposal, by cleaning out the containers, bottles, etc. at 
the time of use, dry them and put in their own place. 
Recycling can be very simple, if organized. Be alert to 
laws requiring separation of reusable and recyclable 
materials from solid waste. 

Because we have such a dependency on non-renew¬ 
able resources and are essentially raping the earth 


are an even better way of recycling. 

• don’t buy single use, throw-away products (such as 
razors, plastic utensil, paper plates etc.) — look for ones 
that can be used repetitively. 

• buy fruits and vegetables, grains, pastas and any loose 
items without packaging (especially avoid styrofoam and 
plastic packaging) 

• don’t buy plastic 

• It Is possble to find dairies that refill milk containers in a 
refillable and reusable bottle. Likewise honey and peanut 
butter can be purchased in refillable bulk containers. Try 
eco-minded health food stores. 

• avoid the “aseptic drink box" made of layers of paper, 
plastic and aluminum - It can not be recycled. Instead use 
drink containers that are reusable or at least recycled. 
Anyone have any alternativeslo buying soy-milk that is not 
in these sort of containers?? 

Choose the reusable alternative to disposable prod¬ 
ucts: 

• sponge or rags vs. paper towels 

• reusable razors vs. disposable shavers 

• coffee mug vs. paper or plastic cups 

• washable plates vs. paper 

• cloth napkins vs. paper 

• cloth diapers vs. disposable: handkerchief vs. tissues 

• reusable mesh coffee filters vs. paper 

Concentrated or bulk: 

• choose concentrated juice, laundry soap and cleaners 
(reduce waste, and save money) 

• purchase dry foods in bulk (health food stores have bulk 
bins great for beans, pastas, grains etc.) or else buy the 
larger sizes of products to reduce the packaging waste. 
When you are shopping in bulk - bring your own containers/ 
bags and continue to reuse them. 

• purchase in bulk whenever possble 

Reuse and Recycle Paper 

• Use both sides of paper when copying and writing 

• Share magazines and newspapers with friends or donate 
your already read ones to hospitals, doctors offices, or 
community places. 

• Use common sense and your imagination... all paper/junk 
mail etc. can be used as note paper. Look for organizations 
that will accept used paper and organize a collection 
system in your school or workplace. 

• Create a demand for recycled paper by using recycled 
printing and writing paper. Support local recycling efforts. 
Find out how much secondary (waste) fiber it contains vs. 
how much was derived from post-consumer waste paper, 
also whether the paper is de-inked, bleached or dyed. 

• Cancel unnecessary magazine subscription 

• Stop junk mail. To have your name removed from mailing 
lists write to Direct Marketing Service/11 West 42nd Street/ 
POB 3861/NY NY 10163. 

• Phone books can be recycled with newsprint (curbside 
collection in NYC). 

• Cardboard boxes: flatten and tie them up. Some recycling 
center accept them, if not try grocery chains who have 
balers and reclaim all cardboard. 

• Brown paper bags can be recycled with corrugated 


first. Trees can also be chopped for fire wood after Christ¬ 
mas (rural living). Consider precycling and keep a living 
tree in a pot, then plant it after the holiday season. 

• Donate second hand clothes to a non-profit organization 
(thriftstore/homeless shelter). Wom-out clothes can be 
turned into rags for kltchenbathroom cleaning (wash and 
reuse). 

• Tampons: use ones with out applicators. If you’re afraid 
to touch your body, use a paper applicator over a plastic 
one. There are also natural sponges that can be used 
internally, or home-made doth pads to keep It all totally DIY. 

Water and Energy Saving Tips Around The House 

• Conserve energy. Use less energy and use it wisely. 

• Compact Fluorescent bubs are an efficient lighting source 
within the house. Fluorescent adapter bulbs are available, 
conserving energy by using less wattage to create the same 
brightness and incandescent bulbs. They last longer as 
well, which will also save you money. 

• Adjust settings on water heaters and air conditioners to 
conserve energy. 

• Don’t let faucet taps leak or drip water. A running faucet 
uses 3-5 gallons a minute. Consider this: Brushing teeth: 
wet and rinse your brush, this will use 1/2 gallon, saving 9 
gallons wasted if you let the tap run. Shaving: fill basin, will 
use 1 gallon instead of 14. Washing dishes: fill basin, will 
use 5 gallons, saving 25. To really get an in idea of how 
much water is wasted - fill up a 5 gallon jug with a pump and 
use all of your water from there to see just how far it goes. 
You can really make that 5 gallons of water last if you are not 
simply running it down the drain. Better yet, carry that 5 
gallon jug from a spring and you will really learn to appreci¬ 
ate the value of every drop of water! 

• Put lids on pots to avoid heat waste and help water boil 
faster 

• Use small pots on small burners, large on large for 
efficiency 

• Use cool/cold water when possble 

• Keep drinking water in refrigerator to avoid running the tap 
to get it cold (It tastes better too) 

• Water plants with leftover drinking water or from washing 
veggies (vitamins are good for the plants.) Save a container 
to collect misc. water and see how fast it adds up. 

• Use rechargeable batteries. 

• If you pets like to nbble on your house plants, use crushed 
rue leaves over the plants which will deter the animal 
without any chemical repellents. 

• For dogs that like to chew on furniture or wood In the 
house, try painting cayenne pepper mixed with water over 
the surface. When their mouth bums, they’re not going to 
want to chew anymore. 

• Rather than using electricity - open curtains and let the sun 
shine into your home during the day. The sun is the 
brightest and least expensive source of light available. 

• If you live in a house, consider planting short, dense 
evergreen shrubs around the foundation, to provide insula¬ 
tion from cold. 

Around the Kitchen 

• Reusable containers: for food storage, instead of alumi¬ 
num or plastic wrap. 

• Use unbleached coffee filters - bleached paper products 
create dioxin, a deadly toxic which is dumped into waterways. 


Natural dyes and paints were used for centuries before 
the onslaught of chemical paints. Problem: up to 300 
toxic substances, including solvents and fungicides have 
been found in commercial oil and latex paint. Harmful 
vapors remains for months after paint dries. Permanent 
makers have harmful solvents such as toluene, xylene 
and ethanol. Waterbased markers are preferable and 
safer. There is a book “Artists Beware” which gives info, 
on protection methods to reduce risks associated with 
various art supplies. 

Rug and Upholstery Cleaners 
Sprinkle cornstarch and baking soda on rugs and furni¬ 
ture. Let sit and then vacuum. You can also mix in some 
good smelling herbs. Problem: rentable cleaners often 
have dry cleaning agents. 

Flea and Tick Treatment 

Use Brewers Yeast (and garlic) with pet food, starting 
with less than a tea-spoon and increasing daily. Safe pet 
dips made from citrus extracts are available. Pyrethin 
power made from chrysanthemums sprinkled on carpets 
and then vaccumed wil prevent further infestation. House 
sprays (made from Citrus Oil) and collars made from 
organic materials are available through health food 
stores. You can make your own with orange or grapefruit 
skins. Put then through a blender and simmer in water 
- when dried, brush through fur. Bio-degradable non¬ 
toxic insecticidal soaps are available through garden 
supply companies. Problem: Commercial pesticides 
have dangerous carcinogens which can be bad for the 
pet as well as people. 

Specific Problems 

• Coffee cup stains: moist salt 

• Coffee pot stains: vinegar 

• Grease removal: Borax and damp cloth 

• Pet Odor remover: vinegar 

• Roach Repellent: chopped bay leaves, cucumber skins 
or boric acid. 

• Residual odor in containers: baking soda and water 

• Surfaces: vinegar, salt and water 

• Basic cleaning: vinegar and water 

• Cleaning burned pans: 1) remove cooked food and boil 
water. 2) sprinkle w/ baking soda and soak for a few 
hours. 3) remove stains from non-stick surfaces by 
boiling 2 tablespoons of baking soda to a cup of water. 
Wipe with cooking oil before using again. 

• “Spritz” starch can be made from 2 tablespoons of 
cornstarch and 1 part cold water. Shake well and spray. 

• For a more abrasive cleaner use 1/2 lemon dipped in 
borax 

• For soapy buildup on chrome bathroom fixtures, use 
undiluted vinegar. Let sit for 5 min., then rinse. 

• Substitute baking soda for scouring powder to clean 
kitchen appliances, counters and sinks. It cleans and 
deodorizes at the same time. 

• Handwashing dishes: Add 1/2 cup of vinegar to keep 
grease from clinging to pans and dishes. 

• To make rooms smell good - use vinegar, cloves and 
cinnamon in a glass jar, heat and place where needed. 
This will absorb odors rather than cover them, like 
commercial products.

It’s all really simple, and though much of this 
advice is based around consumerism (buying products), 
ultimately moving as far away from “Buying Products” is 
the best form of “Recycling” we can do. 

We must go to the root of the problem and reduce 
the amount of garbage we create. RE DUCE the amount 
of garbage and unnecessary shit right from the start - be 
it with over-packaging on products that you need to the 
point of considering just whether you really NEED any¬ 
thing. I’m all for the minimization and put a lot of thought 
into not accumulating unnecessary material items as 
well as garbage. Put forethought into what you’re buying 
and eliminate unnecessary packaging and garbage. 
Look at your trash and get familiar with what you use, and 
then reduce your waste. 

REUSE: either reuse things for their original use, or be 
creative and think up alternative uses, or else pass along 
items you no longer want... either to friends or organiza¬ 
tions (thrift stores, schools, community groups, yard 
sales, etc.) Do not waste things. 

Then everything else should be able to be RECYCLED. 
Either through curbside collection or through centers in 
the community. Aluminum, Tin, Glass, Newspaper, 
Cardboard, Paper and Plastic are the basic recydables. 
SE PE RATE reusable and recyclable items at the time of 
disposal, by cleaning out the containers, bottles, etc. at 
the time of use, dry them and put in their own place. 
Recycling can be very simple, if organized. Be alert to 
laws requiring separation of reusable and recyclable 
materials from solid waste. 

Because we have such a dependency on non-renew¬ 
able resources and are essentially raping the earth 
constantly - it is extremely important to come up with new 
and better ways of living a less damaging and harsh- 
impacting lifestyle. And if that means carrying your own 
mug for coffee and beverages, not taking paper bags 
when you shop, and not leaving the faucet run off water 
that you are not using - then you are making a big 
contribution towards eliminating waste. These things 
can continually be taken one step further and moved into 
a more pure and idealistic place. Consider what you do 
and always think what could be better and less wasteful 
or harmful. That idealistic place would be complete self- 
sufficiency and sustainability. In other words providing 
all of your resources and needs, on your own — growing 
and making everything - the truly Do-It-Yourself way!! 

Recycling is just the beginning of a much bigger 
picture of an entire lifestyle. But it Is also an important and 
very simple first step. The information here is pretty 
basic, but it’s stuff that I feel is relevant and applicable to 
just about any and everyone. 

A few notes on recycling: 

One simple thing you can do is not take a bag when you 
make a small purchase (esp. a soda or something that 
you will consume immediately). If you plan on shopping 
take a bag with you. Preferable a doth bag, but if you 
already have plastic bags saved then reuse them.

Reuse and Recycle Paper 

• Use both sides of paper when copying and writing 

• Share magazines and newspapers with friends or donate 
your already read ones to hospitals, doctors offices, or 
community places. 

• Use common sense and your imagination... all paper/junk 
mail etc. can be used as note paper. Look for organizations 
that will accept used paper and organize a collection 
system in your school or workplace. 

• Create a demand for recycled paper by using recycled 
printing and writing paper. Support local recycling efforts. 
Find out how much secondary (waste) fber It contains vs. 
how much was derived from post-consumer waste paper, 
also whether the paper is de-inked, bleached or dyed. 

• Cancel unnecessary magazine subscription 

• Stop junk mail. To have your name removed from mailing 
lists write to Direct Marketing Service/11 West 42nd Street/ 
POB 3861/ NY NY 10163. 

• Phone books can be recycled with newsprint (curbside 
collection in NYC). 

• Cardboard boxes: flatten and tie them up. Some recycling 
center accept them, if not try grocery chains who have 
balers and reclaim all cardboard. 

• Brown paper bags can be recycled with corrugated 
cardboard. 

• Take advantage of libraries 

Miscellaneous Tips 

• Avoid aerosol - there is no practical reuse or recycling 
potential. Instead look for pump sprays and bum candles 
or Incense instead of using aerosol airfreshner. 

• If you have to bring home a shopping bag, use them as 
garbage bags, or donate to a business that will reuse them 
(like the Salvation army or any thrift store). Donl just throw 
them away. Get into the practice/habit of carrying your own 
bag (preferable a cloth or mesh one) with you when you plan 
to shop. Some supermarkets now offer a 30 refund when 
you bring your own bags, it’s yet another incentive to bring 
your own.

uses 3-5 gallons a minute. Consider this: Brushing teeth: 
wet and rinse your brush, this will use 1/2 gallon, saving 9 
gallons wasted if you let the tap run. Shaving: fill basin, will 
use 1 gallon instead of 14. Washing dishes: fill basin, will 
use 5 gallons, saving 25. To really get an in idea of how 
much water is wasted - fill up a 5 gallon jug with a pump and 
use all of your water from there to see just how far it goes. 
You can really make that 5 gallons of water last if you are not 
simply running It down the drain. Better yet, carry that 5 
gallon jug from a spring and you will really learn to appreci¬ 
ate the value of every drop of water!

• Water plants with leftover drinking water or from washing 
veggies (vitamins are good for the plants.) Save a container 
to collect misc. water and see how fast it adds up. 

• Use rechargeable batteries. 

• if you pets like to nbble on your house plants, use crushed 
rue leaves over the plants which will deter the animal 
without any chemical repellents. 

• For dogs that like to chew on furniture or wood in the 
house, try painting cayenne pepper mixed with water over 
the surface. When their mouth bums, they’re not going to 
want to chew anymore. 

• Rather than using electricity - open curtains and let the sun 
shine into your home during the day. The sun is the 
brightest and least expensive source of light available. 

• If you live in a house, consider planting short, dense 
evergreen shrubs around the foundation, to provide insula¬ 
tion from cold. 

Around the Kitchen 

• Reusable containers: for food storage, instead of alumi¬ 
num or plastic wrap. 

• Use unbleached coffee filters - bleached paper products 
create dioxin, a deadly toxic which is dumped into waterways. 

• Use rags (old t-shirts, fabrics, etc.) rather than paper 
products. 

• Reuse paper towels used for drying hands, let them dry. 
Better yet just use a towel. 

• Reuse plastic wrap and plastic bags (it can be washed). 
Keep in a handy place. Better yet, use containers. 

ENVIRONMENTALLY SAFE CLEAN-UP 
Non-Toxic Environmentally Safe Cleaning: With these 
few items you can do all your cleaning naturally and safely 
without any chemicals. Flake Soap/Bar soap (Ivory), 
Washing/Baking soda, Borax, Vinegar, Salt, Lemon. 

Ail Purpose Cleaner 

Use hot water, soap and borax, or use 1/2 cup "washing 
soda” per bucket of water. Problem: avoid ammonia, which 
attacks your lungs, and chlorine which forms cancer caus¬ 
ing compounds when released into the environment. 
Dishwashing liquids 

Use Hquid soap such as castile or mb a damp dtehtowel over 
a bar of soap. Look for naturally derived or glycerin based 
soaps. Problem: most dishwashing liquids are detergents 
(not soap) which are derived from scarce petroleum, they 
are non-biodegradable and contain artificial fragrances and 
colors. 

Laundry Products 

Use soap products which boost “washing soda”. It bright¬ 
ens all fabrics and costs less. 1/2 cup vinegar in rinse water 
will soften laundry and cut soap use. Using soap flakes is 
a non-toxic and bio-degradable substitute for detergent. 
Add 1/3 cup of washing soda (sodium carbonate) to help 
remove stains and grease. Or use Borax. Problem: most 
products are non-biodegradable. Even phosphate free 


organic materials are available through health food 
stores. You can make your own with orange or grapefruit 
skins. Put then through a blender and simmer in water 

- when dried, brush through fur. Bio-degradable non¬ 
toxic insecticidal soaps are available through garden 
supply companies. Problem: Commercial pesticides 
have dangerous carcinogens which can be bad for the 
pet as well as people. 

Specific Problems 

• Coffee cup stains: moist salt 

• Coffee pot stains: vinegar 

• Grease removal: Borax and damp cloth 

• Pet Odor remover: vinegar 

• Roach Repellent: chopped bay leaves, cucumber skins 
or boric acid. 

• Residual odor in containers: baking soda and water 

• Surfaces: vinegar, salt and water 

• Basic cleaning: vinegar and water 

• Cleaning burned pans: 1) remove cooked food and boil 
water. 2) sprinkle w/ baking soda and soak for a few 
hours. 3) remove stains from non-stick surfaces by 
boiling 2 tablespoons of baking soda to a cup of water. 
Wipe with cooking oil before using again. 

• “Spritz” starch can be made from 2 tablespoons of 
cornstarch and 1 part cold water. Shake well and spray. 

• For a more abrasive cleaner use 1/2 lemon dipped in 
borax 

• For soapy buildup on chrome bathroom fixtures, use 
undiluted vinegar. Let sit for 5 min., then rinse. 

• Substitute baking soda for scouring powder to clean 
kitchen appliances, counters and sinks, it cleans and 
deodorizes at the same time. 

• Handwashing dishes: Add 1/2 cup of vinegar to keep 
grease from clinging to pans and dishes. 

• To make rooms smell good - use vinegar, doves and 
cinnamon in a glass jar, heat and place where needed. 
This will absorb odors rather than cover them, like 
commercial products. 

Safe Supplies To Be Chosen Over Chemical Prod¬ 

ucts 

• White glue, library paste, wheat paste, water based 
markers, wax crayons and dustless chalk, liquid water 
based paints, any water based products. 

• Do not mix ammonia with chlorine bleach - they will 
create dangerous fumes. If you must use ammonia, 
always have ventilation. 

• Avoid commercial products. Baking powder, vinegar 
and lemon are the best for cleaning. They are friendlier 
to the skin and more environmentally safe, and not 
corporate! 

Say “NO” to what you’re not going to use 

• Napkins, straws, plastic utensils, condiments, bags... If 
you don’t intend to use them then don’t take them. 
Especially in NYC where bodegas love to give this stuff 
away, tell them you don’t need it, and if they donl listen, 
then just donl take it. Or else take your item out of the 
bag and leave it on the counter (they’re gonna reuse it). 
Don’t be lazy! 

• When in a restaurant: if you don’t plan to drink any water 

- then don’t let the waitperson fill you a wasteful glass. 
Though I suggest drinking water, rather than commercial 
sodas. It’s better for you and free!

Ammonia is a poison that usually has no warning 
label. 

Disinfectants 

Use 1/2 cup of Borax in 1 gallon hot water. This meets 
germicidal state requirements. Problem: most disinfec¬ 
tants are filled with toxic chemicals including phenol, form¬ 
aldehyde and ammonia, some of the fumes can even 
escape through tightly dosed containers. 

Drain Cleaners 

Always use a drain basket to maintain clean drains. Usel 
cup of baking soda, 1 cup of salt and 1/4 cream of tartar. 
Pour 1/4 of this mixture down drain and follow with boiling 
water. Clear clogs with 1/4 cup baking soda followed by 1/ 
2 cup vinegar. Cover till fizzing stops, then flush with boiling 
water.

IMMEDIATiSM by Hakim 8ey 

Something that "mediates" comes between, in the context of this 
book, it is something that comes between you and an experience. 
For example, when you watch a video of a Misfits show from '82, you 
aren’t at the show. Your experience of it is mediated by the tv and 
vcr. That's obvious. What’s less obvious is that, even had you been 
at the show, your experience of it would still have been mediated, by 
such things as the bouncers, the club, the stage, etc. These 
mediations put limits on possible ways In which the event can 
happen, and shape the way you will experience it So, because the 
show is in a club, with a stage and bouncers, you are not going to 
be tickling Glen Danzing while he sings; nor will Glen Danzig be 
tickling you while you dance. What Hakim Bey argues in this book 
is that, while ail experiences are mediated in some way (i.e., even 
looking at a sunset or listening to falling rain are mediated by your 
senses, so you will not see infra-red hues, or hear sounds your dog 
might really enjoy), the less an experience is mediated, the more 
spiritually and emotionally fulfilling it is going to be. So, while seeing 
the Misfits in a totally D.I.Y. bouncerless club would be really cool, 
you’d get much more out of playing in your own band. Bey argues 
that the act of engaging in relatively un-mediated experiences is 
revolutionary, because it contributes nothing to the entertainment or 
culture industry, and, more importantly, undermines the capitalist 
ideology by rejecting the ideas that a) culture (music, art, etc) is best 
left to professionals who do It much better than you ever could and 
b) you need to spend money to have a good time. And while Bey isn’t 
writing about punk (actually, he keeps using a "quilting bee," where 
a bunch of friends get together to makB quilts... a cool idea by the 
way), the connection to D.I.Y. punk should be obvious, as should the 
reasons why this book is definitely worth reading. And if you’ve 
never read Temporary Autonomous Zone, Hakim Bey’s best known 
book, you should realty pick that up too. (AK Press, P.O. Box 40682,

SOCIAL ANARCHISM OR LIFESTYLE ANARCHISM by Murray Bookchin 
Murray Bookchin is a bit of a grump. Unfortunately, he’s a grump who 
makes some very good arguments, If you don’t mind wading hip-deep 
in the muddy waters of academic Ism-speak to fish them out This book 
can be read as a reaction to Hakim Bey’s work, and can be summed up 
in the question: What good is your temporary autonomous zone when 
children are being massacred in Bosnia? Its all well and good for you and 
your friends to turn your back on “the system” to try and create your little 
utopian playground, but what about the people who don’t have the 
comfort to make such a “radical" choice? And don’t you have a 
responsibility to them, to work for their liberation as well as your own? 
I think Bookchin overstates his case in implying that you can’t have 
elements of both social and lifestyle anarchism, and that both are not 
worthwhile, but that’s to be expected. As I said, he’s a grump. Its 
unfortunate that his obtuse writing style will probably alienate potential 
readers, but that sort of fits in with his larger (and hopefully erroneous) 
belief that anarchism isn’t supposed to be fun, its supposed to be hard 
work. (AK Press) 

TELEVISIONARIES by Tom Vague 

This is a little weird, but thoroughly engrossing. Its basically a diary of 
the R.A.F., the notorious German terrorist group. Each entry is seldom 
more than a paragraph or two, so you don’t get a lot of depth, but after 
the first few pages, I was hooked. I’m having a hard time putting my finger 
on why exactly this worked so well for me, but It did. Oh, and you might 
want to pick up Love and Terror, which is a novel based at least in part 
on the R.A.F. It’s really good, dealing with some of the dangers of 
ideological extremism, with lots of sex and violence (tee hee). I found it 
In a used book store in Portland, and I don’t have it in front of me to give 
you the author and publisher, but If you get in touch with me, I’ll let you 
know.

actually read, and is really nicely laid-out and put together. Very highly 
recommended.
